rangement suggested by tho power
company, the tracks on First Street
are eliminated, and the Laurel StYeefline between Hroad uul Main la leftunchanged.

WILL BUY AT JUNE AM) GRACE

Negroes Need Iloom to Expand, Says
Pastor.Cliurch United In Its
Plans, and Opposition Comes From
Surrounding Property Owners.

By a recorded vote of 134 to 2 tho
congregation of Immanuol Baptist
Church, fifth and Lolgh Streets, last
night voted to sell the lot and building,
,and It remains now only for tho City
Circuit Court to tako the evidence and
affirm tho sale, and so settlo a dis¬
pute which ha« long agitated property-
holders in tho neighborhood. Tho
property Itus been sold, so far as tho
congregation la concerned, to L<eigh
Street Methodist Church, colorcd, and
the congregation of Immanuol Church
has bought tho old slto of fcalvary
Baptist Church, at Pino and Graco
Streets, where It expects to move Just
ho soon as the matter la adjudicated
by the court and tho final details of
bargain and sale are settled.
Tho meeting of the congregation of

Immanuel Church was presided
over by Colonel Kugeno C. Masslo,
who was appointed commissioner by
'judge R. Carter Scott, of the City Cir¬
cuit Court, and was in the nature
of a court proceduro.
ASCERTAINS WISHES

OK CONGREGATION
Colonel Masslo read a preliminary

statement, in which he said that tho
meeting had been called by order of
the cfyirt to ascertain the wishes of
tho members of tho congregation, and
that only members wero entitled to
vote. Ushers were appointed to soo
that only church members and at-
tornoyn representing tho two sldee
were present, ahd If outsiders camo
In tho ushers were Instructed to In-
form Colonel Masslo. Then the ques¬
tion was pu:, and a rising vote was
taken. Tho vote was recorded, and was
verified by Thomas C. Dlggs, attorney
for tho trustees of the church, and by
MostirH. Page &. Lcary, attorneys for
the pr-»t<»3tant8. Colonel Masslo will
report to Judge Scott to-day, and it
Is cxpectod that tac ealo will be con-
firmed within the next ten days.
The proceedings wero without argu-

nient or dlflcusslon. and thoy were said
to havo- been absolutely harmonious,
tho congregation voting on tho ques¬
tion nearly at a whole. After the
quasl-court procedure. Rev. William
Thomas Hall, pastor, offered prayer,
and the congregation sang "Blest Bo
the Tie That Binds." An oyster supper
was served afterwards In the Sunday
school rooms, and nearly tho whole
congregation remained.
HAS AGITATED .NEIGHBORHOOD

HOH SEVERAL. MONTHS
The question as to whether tho

churcli lot and building should bo sold
to a colored congregation has agitated
the neighborhood since last July, and
In Oetobcr tho caso was brought Into
court by protcBtants, who stated that
a majority of the congregation had not
been notified of the business meetings
In which the vote favorable to tho
sule was tak«*n, and who petitioned tho
court to order that church records and
rolls be opened to them. It was said
at the time, and tho statement wiys
"iterated by Mr. H£H, the pastor, la'ftf
night, . that opposition came from
j.property-holders In the neighborhood
who wore not members of the church.
Opposition has been based on the single
fact that th»» church was sold to a
colored congregation, the presence of
which. It Is feared, will depreciate real
estate values In the vicinity.
"But." according to Mr. Hall, "thero

has never been any division In tho
church, and sentiment In favor of sell¬
ing nnd moving to another location Is
practically solid. The church hae voted
Iv favor of soiling In three previous
meetings. In audition, all save twenty-
live members of the congregation resi¬
ding In the city signed a petition nsk-
inir that the property be sold. The
meeting to-night was advertised in tho
papers, and personal letters were
mailed to every family represented In
the congregation."

Mr. Hall said further that nonmem-
!>ers have visited and telephoned to
the church members, asking them to
oppose tho sale, but no pressure in
favor of the sale, said Mr. Hall, was
brought to bear on the congregation.
X EliHOES NEED SPACE IN

WHICH TO DEVELOP
"The step was made necessary," said

Mr. Hall, "because negroes are en¬
croaching upon us, and It Is very evi¬
dent that they will soon fill up the
community. The condition of tho
negro in this city Is as bad as that
<-f the. immigrants In Now York, and
J believe that they should have a
proper place In which to live and grow.
I regret that tills situation 1ms come
about, but wo bear no animosity and
would have borne none had the result
been different."
. There is sulci to be no legal barrier
to the sale of the property to a colored
congregation If the Circuit Court ap¬
proves the action taken by the ma¬jority of the membership. Whether or
no the colored congregation making
the purchase can use the building for
purposes of worship is a question on
which the authorities differ. The City
Council recently adopted an amend¬
ment to the segregation ordinance, de¬
signed to Htrongflien the hands of the
white people In this particular matter,
the amendment being to the effect that
a.street which enters, but does not in¬
tersect, should be considered as an
Intersecting street for purposes of de¬
termining whether the majority living
on the block aro wlilto or colored.
The Leigh Street block, on which the

church fronts, Is white, although It
has been stated' that one or more of
the lota are owned by colored people.
The Fifth Street block Ib colored up to
an Intersecting street, and white In tho
immediate vicinity of tho church.

IDlNTIFIIES~NiGRO
Ofllcrr Johnston Soya Jnniea Jackson

Attempted to Hold Him Up*
Police Officer T. W. Johnston, of.

Henrico C<*inty, yesterday identified
James Jackson, coldred, arrested Sat¬
urday for chicken stouling, as the man
who attempted to bold him up and rob
him on the Nino Mile Road not long
ago. The negro disclaims any knowl¬
edge of the attempted crime, but Mr.
Johnston !h positive that Jackson Is the
man.
Tho story of the attempted hold-up

as told by the officer is interesting.
Mr. Johnston late In the afternoon was
driving home In a two-mulo tvagon,
when a negro accosted him on tho
highway and asked for a "lift." Mr.
johnston allowed tho pedestrian to
climb Into his wagon.- When they had
gone some distanco the nogro pro¬
duced a ten-dollar bill, and said he
would pay for the .ride. When Mr.
Johnston turned in his seat to conclude
the transaction, his mules took fright
and ran away. The negro tried to rob
him, but was thrown from the wagon,-
and the driver, diverting hie attention
to stopping tho runaway mule», lost
track of his passenger.

It la said that one of tho
brothers entered the hank and at¬
tempted to open a deposit with a check
for J50 drawn on a Washington bank.
The teller rofuscd to accept tho de¬
posit, but the man returned later, when
another was on citify, and announcing
himself as a depositor, cashed a check
for $26.

WHIPPLE PICTURES NEW
GLORIES FOR SUITE

Time for Virginia to Wake From
Placid Content and Again

Take Leadership.
SPEAKS TO WOMAN'S CLUB

Unlvresity Lecturer Says People
Should Cat Away From Old Illu¬
sions and Spend Less Time Con-1
templatlng Past Glories.

"Tho New Dominion, a Study of Vlr- '
glnla Life," was the theme of a most
engrossing address inade yesterday af¬
ternoon by Leon H. Whipple of tho
University of Vrlglnla beforo tho
Woman's Club. Tho speaker was
Introduced by the chairman of tho
afternoon, Mrs. William O. Stnnard, aB
an adopted Vlrglnlnn, and, therefore,
ably qunllfled to address his audience
upon the subject of a larger vision
and broader field for their labors. The
uddress mado yesterday Is a portion of
a book that Mr. Whipple la now writ¬
ing. He Is tho author of a number of
very original short stories.

In a direct and scholarly fashion,
Mr. Whipple set forth his theories and
Ideas concerning the future greatnoss
and wider vision for the people of
this State. He said that ho camo bo-
fore his audience to put to them a
single question: Ts it not time for this
Virginia of ours to wake from its
placid content, and what return are wo
making to tho nation from our beauti¬
ful and fruitful place in the universe?
This Is an age, ho said, when the
world of men and women Is question¬
ing Its own soul as to tho destiny and jplace In' the schemo of things. We I
need to pluck up for our use all the
